be each week. 


In 1959 he ade himself unpopu- 


lar with a lot of Republicans by 
taking some cracks at the Eisen- 
hower administration. This time 
he's in reverse. He's been work- 
ing overtime criticizing the Ken- 
nedy administration. 


This will not only endear him to 


Republicans but, if he keeps at it 
long enough and often enough, 
will1 give him the appearance of 
being the party's spokesman.
